June was fairly good, but, of course, 
was practically all speculative, By 
the middle of the month the market 
had weakened considerably and June 
was anything but a good lemon 
month. However, during June there 
was one very short hot spell, cen- 
tered around Chicago, and prices for 
a few days were on the up-grade. 
In July oranges moved freely, and 
the market in good shape, the fore- 
part of the month. In fact prices 
were advancing rapidly and had 


heavier shipments that were being 
reached the market. The re- 
sult was that when these heavier 


shipments did arrive the market was 
to receive them at the high 
prices, and consequently the market 
was declining toward the end of the 
month, The lemon deal went from 
bad to worse, absolutely no lemon 
weather during the entire month of 
July, supply of foreigns very heavy 
and the California supply reaching 
a total of 750 cars of exchange lem- 
ons on track and rolling. It seemed 
advisable during the middle of the 
month 40 discontinue the shipment of 


lemons and as a result the supply 
was reduced until there were less 
than 400 cars rolling. Nothing but 
the very best stock brought returns 
to California. 

By the middle of August prices 
were again on the upgrade for Val- 
encias and the market was going 
strong by the end of the month.

road strike had interfered with the 
movement of refrigerator cars west 
and thus created a serious car short- 
age. The market advanced during 
this period, of course, and the or- 
anges met with a ready demand upon 
arrival. The shipments of lemons 
were very light on account of the 
strike, ahd while prices did not ad- 
vance to speak of there seemed to 
be a little more inquiry on the part 
of some of the trade.> Foreign lemons 
were still in heavy supply, but on 
account of the chaotic 
they were not able to reship 
fruit to the interior markets, 

It might be well right here to 
emphasize the value of the exchange 
organization. During this period of 
strikes and resulting traffic conges- 
tion, the exchange, through its well 
organized traffic department and the 
very “live’ agents throughout the 
country no doubt saved us thousands 
and thousands of dollars through 
their efforts in getting freight moved 
and locating cars that might, if It 
had not been for them, have been 
delayed for weeks longer. In New 
York city alone our men worked day 
and night using all kinds of facilities 
and hauling the fruit from such 
points as the cars were left by the 
railroads. Not only did they do this 
but they were also of great service 
in getting fruit moving through all 
parts of the eastern portion of the 
country. Had it not been for the 
efficent organization of the exchange 
conditions such as we went through 
with a minimum loss and. tn some 
cases gain, no doubt would» have 
proved disastrous, 

The orange market eased up con- 
siderably during May, but particu- 
larly to heavy shipments made dur- 
ing that month, Our shipments, 
however, were considerably lighter 
than the two preceding months, we 
moving the bulk of our Navel crop 
during March and April, and our 
|shipments were completed the 25th 
jot May. The lemon demand was fatr 
jduring the month of May for fruit 
arriving in good condition.

It also must 
be remembered that when fruit is 
as large as that of this crop it is 
generally of poorer quality than when 
we have medium sizes.

You will note that the 
average price for the season is $3.11, 
which is not a very favorable figure 
to compare with the last eight years, 
but we do feel that our price of $3.11 
is an average that under the existing 
circumstances our shippers can well 
feel proud of. We have covered the 
lemon situation month by month but 
we wish to give here a few facts 
concerning this variety and the dif- 
fleulties encountered in the market- 
ing of the same this year. There was 
no one factor that was responsible 
for the lemon situation. Our troubles 
were brought about by a combination 
of circumstances. We will enumerate 
a few of the important factors as 
we see them that had considerable

INVENTION MAKES 
NAVIGATION SAFE

tion to make safe the navigation of 
ships in bad weather is taken from 
a recent issue of the Los Angeles 
Times, and is especially interesting 
to people of Upland and Ontario, as 
the young inventor is a nephew of 
G, A. Hanson, and spent his early 
boyhood days in Chino and Ontario. 
The friends of Mr. Earl Hanson have 
followed his attempts to perfect his 
idea with keen interest, and are de- 
lighted he has succeeded in making 
good in bringing to compfetion one 
of the most needed inventions of 
modern times.

The 
cable is laid in the center of the ship 
channel. Through it is sent an elec- 
tric current of low frequency which, 
through the listening devices on 
board ship, gives out a sound of cer- 
tain pitch that cannot be mistaken 
for any other sound. 

In stormy weather, when under 
average circumstances ships are com- 
pelled to anchor outside the arbors 
until the weather clears, the ships 
hug the cable from the harbor ap- 
proach to the dock. By wires at- 
tached to the hull of the ships and 
connected with the bridge, the navi- 
gators are able to detect by sound 
when the vessel deviates from the 
safe course. 

At mile intervals sections of the 
cable are heavily insulated with lead, 
which muffles the sound and enables 
the pilots to determine how far the 
ship is traveling and when to make

The official statement of the navy 
regarding Mr. Hanson’s electric pilot 
eale is as follows:

Over 400,000,000 bushels will be 
produced this year, which is 12 per 
cent more than last year, and someé- 
what above the ten-year average. 

There has been some surprise that 
following a season of high prices, the 
acreage planted this year has shown 
au actual decrease, but this is due 
to the fact that the price to farmers 
did not reach $2 until after January 
1, when most of the crop was in the 
hands of the dealers.
